USAF, In Sharp Conflict On Doctrine, Charges Army Ignores 
Air And Navy; Marine Air “Lavish”; TAC Leaving Ground Battle 


HE Air Force disclosed this week that 
its basic battle doctrine is “in con- 
flict” with that of the Army. 


Both Air Force and Navy capabilities 
are “ignored” by the Army concept, ac- 
cording to a high-level Air Force study 
made available to THE JOURNAL. 


The study also characterizes Marine 
Corps air operations as “lavish,” and 
makes these two points about Air Force 
close air support of Army ground troops: 


e Air Force “responsibilities in the 
realm of tactical air support can no 
longer be limited solely to United States 
Army interests.” 


e As a result of Defense Secretary 
Wilson’s recent “Roles and Missions Di- 
rective,” the Air Force retains responsi- 
bility for close air support of the Army 
but “tends to move out of the ground 
battle zone,” leaving the Army to seek 
greater reliance on missiles. 

The study was made at the request of 
the House Armed Services Committee and 
has been submitted to Chairman Carl 
Vinson (D-Ga). 

It answers questions about close air 
support which were raised by Repre- 
sentative Leon H. Gavin (R-Pa) and 
other members of the Committee during

recent briefings at which top military 
and civilian leaders of each Service out- 
lined the country’s present defense 
posture. 

Congressman Gavin wanted to know 
why the Army, like the Marine Corps, 
couldn’t have an air wing for each of 
its divisions. 

The Air Force says that “any definite 
comparison of the Air Force and Marine 
systems is faulty in the very premise that 
the two systems are designed for com- 
pletely different types of ground opera- 
tions and necessarily have entirely differ- 
ent allocations of artillery and support- 
ing air.” 

“Lavish use” of close air support of 
the type and quantity prescribed for Ma- 
rine ground forces “may be desirable in 





highly specialized operations such as am- 
phibious landings,” the Air Force states, 
“but not in large scale, extended-time 
ground operations.” If the Air Force at- 
tempted a similar close-air-support strat- 
egy for Army troops, the result “would 
be an inefficient and wasteful use of air 
power,” the study declares. 

The “conflict” in basic Army and Air 
Force doctrine is explained in this way 
by the Air Force study: 

“First, Army doctrine, as stated in FM 
100-5 is quoted: ‘Army combat forces do 
not support the operations of any other 
component.’ This concept envisions that 
theater operations will culminate in the 
ground campaign with the over-all suc- 
cess of the theater mission being predi-

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House Nips Re-Up Chances Of Former 
Officers Seeking Return To EM Status 


The House has approved legislation 
authorizing the Services to determine 
whether an officer or warrant officer 
whose service is terminated by a general 
discharge should be allowed to continue 
in the military as an enlisted man. 

Under existing law, Regular Army and 
Regular Air Force enlisted men who 
serve on active duty as Reserve com- 
missioned or warrant officers, or who are 
discharged to accept temporary appoint- 
ments as commissioned or warrant offi- 
cers, are entitled to reenlist in their for- 
mer grades if their service as officers or 
WO’s is terminated “honorably.” 

However, a commissioned or warrant 
officer discharged under honorable con- 
ditions may be given either an honorable 
discharge or a general discharge. When 
he is given a general discharge he is con- 
sidered to have been discharged under 
conditions which are honorable but with 
a discharge that is less in degree than 


the highest type of administrative dis- 
charge, the honorable discharge. 

General discharges may be given to 
commissioned or warrant officers upon 
their resignation under circumstances 
involving moral or professional derelic- 
tion, but not warranting trial by court- 
martial, for their inefficiency or habitual 
minor misconduct or for other reasons 
which indicate that the member con- 
cerned should no longer be permitted 
to continue in the military service. 

If the new proposal (HR 3513) is ap- 
proved by the Senate and is enacted, 
such officers would not be permitted as a 
matter of right to reenlist in their former 
enlisted grades. In short, the bill permits 
the Army and Air Force to deny the 
opportunity for further military service 
to persons who have demonstrated that 
they do not possess the minimum qual- 
ifications required for retention in the 





military service.

WAR WIDOWS—HR 5860, Rep. Blat- 
nik (D-Minn), provides that the widow 
of a Spanish-American War veteran (in- 
cluding the Philippine Insurrection and 
the Boxer Rebellion) who married the 
veteran before 1 Jan ’38, may be eligible 
for death compensation. 


STORAGE FACILITIES — HR 5896, 
Rep. Boyle (D-Ill), facilitates the trans- 
fer of storage facilities between the mil- 
itary departments. 


LAW OFFICERS—HR 6025, Rep. Mul- 
ter (D-NY), provides for procurement of 
judge advocates and law specialist offi- 
cers for the Army, Navy, AF and USCG. 


USCGR BENEFITS — HR 6046, Rep. 
Prouty (R-Vt), extends veterans’ bene- 
fits to certain temp members of the 
USCGR who performed active full-time 
duty with military pay and allowances. 


ELIMINATE DISCRIMINATION—HR 
6077, Rep. Brooks (D-La), eliminates 
discrimination against certain personnel 
of the uniformed services incapacitated 
prior to physical examination for promo- 
tion. 


FT. MYER MEMORIAL—HR 6078, Rep. 
Broyhill (R-Va), provides for erection of 
suitable markers at Ft. Myer, Va, to 
commemorate the first flight of an air- 
plane on an Army installation.

EDUCATIONAL BENEFITS—S. 1551, 
Sen. Hennings (D-Mo), extends educa- 
tional benefits of GI Bill of 1952 to per- 
sons who perform active service in the 
Armed Forces after 31 Jan 1955 and be- 
fore the draft ends. 


RETIREMENT BENEFITS —S. 1622, 
Sen. Kefauver (D-Tenn), provides more 
adequate retirement benefits for mem- 
bers of the Reserve components who 
served in WW I, WW II and the Korean 
campaign. 


REPEAL PROFESSIONAL EXAMS— 
HR 2822, repeals professional examina- 
tions for promotion of medical, dental 
and veterinary corps officers of the Army 
and Air Force. 


OFFICER REENLISTMENT—HR 3513, 
permits Army and AF to deny opportu- 
nity for further military service to per- 
sons who have demonstrated that they 
do not possess minimum qualifications. 


WAF FORGIVENESS—HR 3028, per- 
mits 1800 female officers and enlisted 
women of the Air Force to keep a half- 
million dollars which they received in 
erroneous quarters allowances. 





Senate Group Holds Up Nominations 
Of 11 For AFR General Officer Ranks 


The nominations of 11 Air Force Re- 
servists for promotion to new general 
officer ranks (THE JOURNAL, 2 March) is 
held up by the Senate Armed Services 
Committee. 

Senator Margaret Chase Smith (R-Mo), 
a member of the Committee, asked that 
no action be taken on the nominations 
until “pertinent information on the re- 
serve activity of these individuals has 
been received and evaluated.” 

The group includes movie actor James 
Stewart, former General Services Ad- 
ministrator Jess Larson, John Richards 
Allison, Vice President of Northrop Air- 
craft and former President of the Air 
Force Association, and Robert James 
Smith, Pioneer Airlines official. 

_ Others are Theron Baldwin Herndon, 
aviation director of Louisiana; John 
Phillip Henebry, aviation company op- 
erator; John Beverly Montgomery, Man- 
ager of General Electric Production En- 
gineering; Daniel DeBrier, Atlantic City 
lawyer; Kenneth Stiles, General Dynam- 
ics Corp.; John Oliver Bradshaw of Co- 
lumbus, Ind.; and Ramsey Douglas Potts, 
jr.. Washington, D. C. lawyer. 

Senator Smith said members of the 
Reserve Officers Association had com- 





plained that the officers “were not prac- 


ticing Reservists and were not qualified 
for such nominations under the provi- 
sions of the Reserve Officer Personnel 
Act.” 

The Retired Officers Association told 
THE JoURNAL that it has taken no stand 
on the nominations and that the indi- 
viduals making the complaints are un- 
known to the Association. 


A spokesman said, “We are not in a 
position to say whether or not a man is 
qualified. That is the responsibility of 
the Air Force and they have the records 
on which to base such decisions.” 


House Kills Exams 


The House voted this week to elimi- 
nate professional examinations for pro- 
motion of medical, dental and veterinary 
corps officers in the Army and Air Force. 

The legislation (HR 2822) now goes to 
the Senate. It does not pertain to the 
Navy. 

Profes: ional examinations for the pro- 
motion cf MC, DC and VC officers of the 
Army a.d Air Force have been tempo- 
rarily suspended since the start of the 
Korean war (they also were suspended 
during WW II).

Flying Hours Face 
Immediate Slash 


The Air Force, confronted with de- 
mands to reduce its Operations and Main- 
tenance expenditures to stay within 
budget limitations, will be forced to cur- 
tail some scheduled flying during the 
next three months. 

This was made known on 19 March, 
immediately after Secretary of Defense 
Charles E. Wilson had told a news con- 
ference that the Services were encoun- 
tering difficulties in staying within budget 
estimates for this fiscal year. 

Less than two hours after the end of 
Mr. Wilson’s meeting with reporters, the 
Air Force issued the following statement: 

“Due to encountering higher costs and 
certain unbudgeted expenses in its ac- 
tivities, the Air Force has determined 
that projected expenditures of its Opera- 
tions and Maintenance funds exceed 
those authorized for FY 1957. 

“Accordingly, the Air Force has notified 
its commands that they will curtail 
spending of Operations and Maintenance 
funds during the last three months of 
this Fiscal Year in order to stay within 
the budget. 

“Combat commands are expected to 
effect their savings through concentra- 
tion of available funds on essential oper- 
ational training missions with a minimum 
impact on their operational capability. 
“If some curtailment of flying is neces- 
sitated, Air Force commands are author- 
ized to take this step.” 





WAF Forgiveness 
Voted By House 


Forgiveness legislation, permitting 1800 
WAF officers and enlisted women to 
keep $500,000 which they received 
through erroneous quarters allowance 
payments won approval in the House 
this week. 

The proposal (HR 3028) previously 
had been objected to on the grounds 
that the Air Force should not have au- 
thorized the payments. 

In reporting the measure, the House 
Government Operations Committee said 
the Air Force “should be severely cen- 
sured” for disregarding a policy state- 
ment which had been issued at the time 
the payments were made, 

The women, whose husbands also 
were members of the Armed Forces, re- 
ceived the money as basic quarters al- 
lowances during a three-year period 
ending 12 April 1954, 

Under the terms of the legislation,

“Air Force doctrine holds that theater 
lorces are organized and employed in 
ecordance with a tenet of mutual sup- 
hort. Each theater component is de- 
rendent upon the other for the accom- 
plishment of certain functions and ac- 
ivities associated with a particular force. 
ompatible with the objective of mutual 
support, each component force is con- 
entrated on the task it is best able to 
accomplish. No one theater component 
s self-contained, or capable within itself, 
nf achieving the theater mission. The 
rmy/Air Force positions are therefore 
n conflict.” 

The Air Force study says “Centralized 
ontrol is essential to exploit the full po- 
ential of airpower.” During the North 
frican campaign in World War II, the 
‘misuse of air,” the report states, “was 


almost disastrous. This was an impor- 


ant lesson which we learned the hard 
vay and at a great cost. In a nuclear 
war against an aggressive, determined, 
and superbly equipped enemy we cannot 
afford the price we would have to pay to 
relearn this lesson.” 

The study concludes with the note 
that several countries allied with the 
United States “are lacking in an ade- 
quate air capability.” This means, the 
Air Force states, the USAF tactical air 
support responsibilities “can no longer 
be limited solely to United States Army 
interests. To provide adequate, effective, 
and timely air support to the varied com- 
mands and Allied nations requires cen- 
tralized control of air power under a 
single air commander.” 

The study is broken down into three 


msections: 1—“‘Air Force concept versus 


Marine Corps concept”; 2—‘“Air Force 
Training conducted in conjunction with 
Army ground forces”; and 3—‘Develop- 
ment of the Air Force’s concept for em- 
ployment of tactical air.” 

The text of the Air Force document 
will be published in subsequent issues 
of THE JOURNAL.

28th AAA Wins First 
NIKE Firing Meet 

The 28th AAA Battalion in Seattle, 
Wash., outscored other missile units of 
the Army Aircraft Command to win the 
first competition held between the vari- 
ous NIKE groups. 

Nearly 40 firing batteries competed in 
the service practice at the Army’s Red 
Canyon Range in New Mexico. A trophy 
was presented to the 28th AAA in cere- 
monies in Seattle by Lt. Gen. Stanley R. 
Nickelsen, USA ARAACOM’s command- 
er. 

The 28th AAA Battalion bagged 10 of 
the 12 targets offered during its firing 
practice. In doing so, it amassed a total 
of 9400 points out of a possible 12,000. 

A team of expert missilemen applied 
exacting standards in measuring and 
evaluating the success of the entire op- 
eration, not just the hits. The judging 
covered battery assembly of missiles, fire 
control operations, launching area pro- 
cedures, actual firing and the time it 
takes to get off each missile, as well as 
the system checks required. 

Each battalion had four units, each of 
which had to launch three missiles. Each 
battery or firing unit could earn up to 
3000 points. 

The 28th AAA Battalion also contained 
the Battery with the best firing record, 
the D-2 firing unit of Battery D located 
at Redmond, Wash. The score was 2800 
points.

The Navy has reclassified the USS Lake 
Champlain. 

She was an attack aircraft carrier, 
bearing the designation CVA-39. Her new 
status is CVS-39, or ASW support air- 
craft carrier. 

Earlier, the Navy has ordered the at- 
tack carrier USS Essex to be reclassified 
as a CVS. This order has been rescinded 
and the Essex retains hull number CVA-9.

ing the next year. 

As yet, there is no official word on 
this prospect, but new cuts are in the 
offing. 

They were tipped off in Secretary 
of Defense Charles E, Wilson’s 18 
March order to reduce civilian and 
military strength in Greater Wash- 
ington, mainly at the Pentagon, by 12 
per cent, or 6414 spaces, between 31 
December 1956 and 30 June 1958, 

Secretary Wilson said other cuts 
would be made in major subordinate 
administrative, logistical and opera- 
tional commands, joint and unified 
commands, and U. S. elements of Al- 
lied commands. 

That he means business is indicated 
in the fact that he said the reference 
date for these additional cuts would 
be 31 March 1957. 

At his news conference on 19 
March, Secretary Wilson conceded 
that the Defense Department is hav- 
ing formidable troubles in keeping 
military spending within the previ- 
ously estimated $36 billion for the 
present fiscal year. 

Notwithstanding the great empha- 
sis throughout the Government on 
budget cuts, Mr. Wilson remarked 
that “the trend is against us” in re- 
ducing Service spending. He cited in- 
creased costs for oil and steel; in the 
past, he has also mentioned rising 
labor costs. 

The Secretary was asked if man- 
power reductions would be made to 
offset the cost increases. He said that 
there is no plan to reduce combat 
units, but indicated that cuts may be 
possible in overhead and logistical 
organizations. 

THERE’S ALWAYS A QUESTION, 
of course, in identifying clearly what 
is a “combat” and what is a “logis- 
tical” unit, 

It’s no secret that the Administra- 
tion was thinking of substantial mili- 
tary manpower cuts prior to the out- 
break of hostilities in the Middle 
East and the strife in Hungary last 
Fall, Those plans were set aside, but

only temporarily, it is believed. 

Now, with the drive to reduce Fed- 
eral spending and the impact of ris- 
ing costs on the overall military bud- 
get, it appears likely that Secretary 
Wilson will call for a new look at the 
manpower picture, which is where 
quick savings invariably are made. 

IN ORDERING CUTS in Metropol- 
itan Washington, Mr. Wilson said 
these can be made by delegation of 
authority to subordinate commands, 
the elimination of unnecessary re- 
ports, reduction in volume of paper- 
work, and the elimination of unneces- 
sary dual staffing or dupl‘cation of 
responsibility.” 

He directed that reduction of 
military personnel be accomplished 
through normal attrition as _ pre- 
scribed duty tours are completed and 
positions are vacated, insofar as pos- 
sible. Civilian reductions also will be 
accomplished through normal attri- 
tion insofar as possible. For the re- 
mainder of FY 1957 and FY 1958, va- 
cancies are to be filled only when it 
is determined (1) that the job cannot 
be abolished or consolidated with 
another position, (2) that the job can- 
not be efficiently filled by transfer. 

Mr. Wilson added: “It is intended 
that personnel reductions be effected 
as evenly as practical in proportion 
to the existing grade distribution 
pattern and reductions are not to be 
confined to the lower grades in the 
case of either military or civilian 
personnel.

Army Will Name 5500 New Regulars, 
Board Of Colonels Double Screens Records 


The Army is getting set to name about 
1000 new Regular officers early in the 
Summer and will follow this up with 
4500 additional Regular appointments by 
early next Spring. 

Pentagon officials said this week that 
an Augmentation Board of 60 senior 
colonels, under Maj. Gen. John W. Har- 
mony, USA, is giving close scrutiny to 
the records of some 21,000 Reserve offi- 
cers who have applied for Regular bil- 
lets, 

The Army now has 26,750 Regular offi- 
cers, is planning a buildup to 35,640 by 
the end of fiscal year 1958 and then to 
39,600 by the end of fiscal 1963. There is 
authority for a further growth to 49,500 
Regulars, but this target will be depend- 
ent upon later decision by the White 
House. 


AN AUGMENTATION BOARD, which 
is made up of panels of five colonels 
each, has been given the responsibility 
for making two screenings of applica- 
tions. The first step is to determine 
which officers are “fully qualified” for 
Regular appointment; the next step is 
to establish a “best qualified” list on the 
basis of performance and needs of the 
Service, with emphasis on age, experi- 
ence, and branch requirements. 

The next step in the Augmentation 
Program will take place on or about 1 
July when roughly 1000 appointments 
are made, About half of this number will 
be in the rank of permanent second 
lieutenant. 

The other 500 will be made in other 
ranks, obviously going to outstanding 
officers whom the Army wishes to name 
as Regulars quickly in order to assure 
their retention in active service. 

The Augmentation Board, according to 
present schedule, will complete its job 
by October. 


EARLY NEXT YEAR, the Army will 
make known the results of the RA se- 
lection action, with all officers to be ad- 
vised simultaneously whether or not 
they were chosen.

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The Army had indicated that 40,000 
Reserve officers on active duty would be 
eligible to apply for the RA appoint- 
ments. 

Originally, it had been anticipated 
that far more than 50 per cent would 
seek such designation. 

However, Congress limited the amount 
of constructive service which could be 
given. This action knocked out the pros- 
pects of hundreds of applications. 

Although it had been reported that the 
Army might make as many as 2375 ap- 
pointments in the permanent ranks of 
major, lieutenant colonel and colonel, 
with from 17 to 24 years service, less 
than 1000 applications have been re- 
ceived in this group, It’s a good guess 
that perhaps 500 Regulars will be inte- 
grated in this service bracket. 


ORIGINAL PLANS called for about 
1800 appointments in the lieutenant area. 
Probably, this figure will be raised to 
about 2000, or higher. 

In the 11-14 years service group, the 
Army anticipates that about 3000 ap- 
pointments will be made. This is the 
group just before the critical 15-16 years 
service “hump.” 

The Army had asked authority to give 
up to 10 years constructive service. Con- 
gress decided, however, to limit this to 
a maximum of eight years service, six 
of which had to be in active or nonactive 
duty commissioned service. 

This restriction, and with the liberal 
retirement benefits in the Reserve Offi- 
cer Promotion Act, has discouraged 
large numbers of Reserve officers from 
seeking the Regular billets. 

However, Army officials stress that, 
except in the 17-24 year group, there 
are adequate numbers of applicants for 
available billets. They emphasize further 
that the Augmentation Board has been 
instructed there is to be no compromise 
on quality. If appointment goals cannot 
be met in certain categories without re- 
ducing standards, then the Army will 
elect to leave the vacancies open, ac- 
cording to informed officials. 

The Augmentation Law provides that 
officers appointed to the RA must be 
able to complete 20 years active service 
before attainment of age 55.

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Navy Relief Aid 
Goes Up 20 Per Cent 


The financial assistance provided by 
the Navy Relief Society during 1956 was 
20 per cent higher than during the pre- 
ceding year. 

This was disclosed in the Society’s an- 
nual report prepared by its Executive 
Vice President, Vice Adm. V. R. Murphy, 
USN (Ret.). 

Although actual figures of the assist- 
ance given during the year were not re- 
leased, it was pointed out that the total 
aid provided during 1956 was exceeded 
only by the totals in 1944 and 1945 when 
the Society’s personnel strength was 3,- 
500,000 as opposed to 970,000 today. 

Two laws passed during the year, the 
Survivors’ Benefit act and the legisla- 
tion providing medical care for depend- 
ents, are expected to take a burden off 
the Society, but they were passed too 
late in the calendar year to have a con- 
siderable effect on the total Society as- 
sistance. 

The number of service cases, those in- 
volving no financial assistance, was 48,- 
2938. These dealt with information, ad- 
vice, help with arrangements and re- 
lated family problems. Contrary to the 
trend in financial cases, there were 
fewer than in 1955. This was due, the 
report concluded, to the increased ern- 
phasis by the Navy on the importance 
of the family, resulting in the establish- 
ment of personal affairs offices which 
take care of routine questions of allot- 
ment, ship movement, housing, etc. 

Outright grants and conversion to 
grants were made in 9415 cases for a to- 
tal outlay of $690,682. This is a 40 per 
cent increase, both in number of cases 
and total expenditure, over the preced- 
ing year. Emergency assistance in the 
forms of loans was provided in 61,943 
cases, amounting to a total of $4,150,462. 
This was 13 per cent larger than last 
year. It not only was the largest in 
peacetime history, but only slightly un- 
der the war year of 1944. 

Repayment of loans for 1956 amounted 
to $3,475,079, or 84 per cent of the loans 
made during the year. This was consid- 
erable drop from the 93 per cent of last 
year, 

During the year, $204,244 in loans 
were written off as uncollectable. This 
is only slightly higher than last year’s 
figure. These “uncollectables” are for 
the most part unpaid balances of loans 
outstanding at the time of discharge. 

The total expenditures, other than 
from direct, individual financial assist-

Army Navy Air Force Jounal | Navy Unveils New Version Of “Sparrow”; 





-RAdm. Clark Says “Regulus IT” On The Way 


An improved version of the “Sparrow” 
has been added to the Navy’s stable of 
guided missiles. 

Like its older brother, “Sparrow I,” 
the new supersonic air-to-air “Sparrow 
III,” was designed to be launched from 
Navy fighter planes. “Sparrow III,” the 
Navy said, “is intended for extensive use 
in Fleet Air Defense.” 

The “Sparrow I” is about 12 feet long 
and weighs about 300 pounds. It is a 
beamriding weapon powered by an Aero- 
jet solid fuel rocket engine. It can at- 
tain speeds up to 1,500 miles-an-hour 
within two seconds of firing and can 
track enemy planes at distances up to 
four miles. Planes like the Chance- 
Vought F7U-3M “Cutlass” and the Doug- 
las F3D-2M “Skyknight” can carry as 
many as four “Sparrows” beneath their 
wings. 

As the improved “Sparrow,” developed 
by the Raytheon Manufacturing Co., Bos- 
ton, Mass., is introduced into the Fleet 
Air Arm, “Sparrow I” will be phased out. 

“Sparrow II’,, developed by the Doug- 
las Aircraft Corporation, is an experi- 
mental missile which is not intended for 
Fleet use, the Navy said. 


RADM. JOHN E. CLARK, USN, Direc- 
tor of the Navy’s Guided Missile Di- 
vision, recently predicted that another 
improved missile, “Regulus II,” soon 
“will be flying off ships and land-based 
tests will be coming to a close and it 
will take its place as a powerful attack 
weapon in the Fleet.

In appearance, “Regulus II” is similar 
to “Regulus I.” It looks like a swept- 
wing jet fighter about 57 feet long and 
has a wing-span of about 20 feet.

Navy Names Five More 


Atomic-Powered Subs 

The Navy has assigned names to the 
10th through the 14th atomic-powered 
submarines under construction. 

Authority exists for 15 A-subs through 
the 1957 shipbuilding program. In addi- 
tion, the Navy is seeking funds to build 
three guided-missile nuclear-propelled 
submarines and an atomic-powered at- 
tack submarine in the Fiscal Year 1958 
program. 

Secretary of the Navy Charles S. Thom- 
as chose names that will perpetuate the 
memory of submarines and their officers 
and men who were lost on war patrols 
during WWII Pacific fighting. 

The hull numbers, names, and build- 
ers are: 

SSN-588 (Scamp), Mare Island Naval 
Shipyard; SSN-589 (Scorpion), Electric 
Boat Division, General Dynamics Corp.; 
SSN-590 (Sculpin) and SSN-592 (Snook), 
Ingalls Shipbuilding Corp.; and SSN- 
591 (Shark), Newport News Shipbuilding 
and Drydock Corp. 

The only other ship to bear the name 
SCAMP was the submarine sunk by en- 
emy action off the Japanese home islands 
on 12 April 1945, while on her eighth 
war patrol. 

The new SCORPION is the seventh 
ship to bear that name. The last SCOR- 
PION was lost in the East China Sea 
in 1944 while engaged on her fourth 
ninth war patrol. 

The first SCULPIN was lost in the cen- 
tral Pacific in 1943 while engaged in her 
nine war patrol. 

SSN-591 is the Navy’s seventh SHARK. 
The sixth SHARK was lost in the South 
Pacific while on her third patrol. 

The first SNOOK was sunk in the 
South China Sea while engaging enemy 
shipping during her ninth patrol. 

The names of the first nine atomic- 
powered submarines are: SSN-571 (Nau- 
tilus); SSN-575 (Sea Wolf); SSN-578 
(Skate); SSN-579 (Swordfish); SSN-583 
(Sargo); SSN-584 (Sea Dragon); SSN- 
585 (Shipjack); SSR (N)-586 (Triton); 
and SSG (N)-587 (Halibut).

Families At Air Force Bases In France 
Will Get Hundreds Of New Housing Units 


Air Force families in France will gain 
1660 additional guaranteed rental hous- 
ing units by mid-spring. 

Construction of more than 800 duplex 
family units is expected to be finished 
by the end of April at 10 air bases in 
France. 

The bases and the number of new 
housing spaces include Dreux—42, 
Chaumont—300, Phalsbourg—276, Ev- 
reux—244, Laon—200, Toul—52, Etain— 
52, Brienne—40, Chalons—40 and Niort 
—32. 

Completion of the dwellings will bring 
the total number of guaranteed rental 
housing units built in France for the 
Air Force to 2,686. Air Force officials say 
this is about 50 per cent of the overall 
requirement. 

The Air Force guarantees that the 
housing units, built by the French, will 
be rented at 95 per cent of occupancy 
for seven years, The seven-year rental 
guarantee was required because the new 
units are being constructed in remote 
areas. 

Rentals on the units range from $100 
to $120 per month depending on size. 


RF-101s Scheduled 
For Shaw Recon Wing 


The McDonnell RF-101 has been as- 
signed to Tactical Air Command’s 363d 
Tactical Reconnaissance Wing at Shaw 
AFB, S. C. 

The 363d Wing, a unit of TAC’s Ninth 
Air Force, is equipped with the Douglas 
RB-66 twin jet reconnaissance bomber, 
and the Republic RF-84F reconnaissance 
fighter. The new RF-101 will replace the 
RF-84F in the 363d Wing’s reconnais- 
sance squadrons. Delivery of the first 
RF-101 to the wing will be made in late 
April. 

Brig. Gen. Stephen B. Mack, USAF, 
363d Wing Commander, said that in 
preparation for the conversion, key pilots 
and maintenance personnel had already 
become qualified in RF-101 operations. 
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The rental does not include utilities, 
which are paid by the tenant. 

The Air Force said that the 1660 new 
units are the last family housing units 
to be built under present rental guaran- 
tee arrangements, but that this does not 
mean the end of construction of depend- 
ent housing in France. 

The Air Force plans to obtain addi- 
tional housing through the sale of sur- 
plus commodities, such as wheat. Pay- 
ment for these commodities will be in 
the local currencies of the country to 
which they are sold, and these curren- 
cies will be used to construct housing 
needed by the Armed Forces in overseas 
areas,

From the development of ejection 
seats up to 1 Jan. 1956, 77 percent of all 
who used this method of escape have 
been successful in saving their lives.

Fulfilling Roles and Missions, The mounting 
restiveness over the desires of each of the Armed 
Services to fulfill its own roles and missions with 
the limited means provided is strikingly evident 
in two developments reported on the first page of 
this issue of THE JOURNAL. 

In one, the Air Force counters the Army’s 
wishes for more air support by pointing out that 
concentration of its air power under centralized 
theater control is more effective with the means 
it has on hand than would be assignment of 
individual air wings to division commanders. The 
Air Force says it would be wonderful if it had 
specialized aircraft, personnel, equipment and 
supplies “in such tremendous amounts” that it 
could assign them so that one task would not de- 
tract from another, but “from the standpoint of 
National economy alone this can never be the 
case.” The policy of assigning big air wings to 
divisions may be all right for classic Marine Corps 
shock and amphibious operations, the Air Force 
says, but it would become “progressively unsatis- 
factory and costly” if applied to the Army’s type 
of operations. 

The charges of the Association of the U.S. Army 
express the ground service's desire for the strength 
and latitude to perform its roles and missions 
without the restrictions on the size and perform- 
ance of its missiles, airlift, and its own integral 
aviation imposed upon it by the Department of 
Defense. There is no doubt that the Army feels 
it has been severely hampered in performing 
assigned tasks by the multitude of restrictions 
placed upon it in the matter of 200-mile battle 
missiles, dependence upon CONAD for further 
progress in antiaircraft missiles, and curtailment 
of its progress in its own fixed and rotary wing 
aircraft and convertiplanes. 

While these documents will arouse controversy, 
they will also perform a valuable function in 
bringing to the attention of Congress and the 
people the limitations in money and means put 
upon the Services in the performance of their war 
missions. 


Research Takes a Beating. Research, already 
suffering from its subordination to engineering 
in the Department of Defense, took a further lick- 
ing this week when the House Appropriations 
Committee lopped $11,284,000 from the budget 
estimates for the National Advisory Committee 
for Aeronautics, the government agency charged 
with the responsibility for conducting an adequate 
program of scientific aeronautical research. 

The reduction brings the NACA’s total down to 
$107,000,000 ($71,000,000 for operations and 
$36,000,000 for new construction) which is 
$40,778,000 less than the original estimates sub- 
mitted to the Bureau of the Budget. 

After having been told by NACA scientists that 
the pressure of current development work on 
highly vital defense equipment has severely cur- 
tailed its basic research program (‘“‘We do not 
have any stockpile of ideas,” one witness said), 
the Committee paradoxically slashed into the 
NACA funds while at the same time expressing 
a belief that it “should reappraise its program 
and devote its funds to vital research to reduce 
the annually rising costs.” 

Strict adherence to the Committee’s advice 
would mean that the NACA would have to stop 
aiding the military services and industrial firms 
working with them in the development of ad- 
vanced aircraft and powerplants, including nu- 
clear. 

The work of NACA is necessarily divided into 
two general parts: 1) research to furnish new 
ideas, and 2) the application of new ideas to cur- 
rent military designs in cooperation with indus- 
try. The present emergency has naturally led to

great emphasis on the second category so that 
the first, basic research, is suffering.

Artillery Insignia 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 


For a month I’ve been withstand- 
ing the temptation to put in my two- 
bits-worth concerning the proposed 
modernization of the Artillery in- 
signe, but now the fat’s in the fire, 
for my good friend, Colonel “Luke” 
Cron, has come forward (tongue at 
least partly in cheek), with a broth- 
erly harpoon for the “horse boys” 
of the “horse artillery.’” 

Let us bandy no opprobrium, such 
as “horsy set,” nor even “bolted-to- 
the-concrete,” for those days have 
long gone for all of us. Recently, 
Colonel George Ruhlen very ably 
challenged the news release state- 
ment, that “the present insigne was 
adopted in 1907.” The “present in- 
signe” historically indicates, not so 
much “Field Artillery, as it does the 
Artillery Arm in general, during all 
but about four decades of the past 
120 years. As a matter of interest, 
for a brief period after 1907, Field 
Artillery bore an artillery wheel su- 
perimposed on its crossed cannon. 
See such reference authorities as 
“Webster’s Collegiate Dictionary, the 
Merriam Series.” 

The Field Artillery shortly revert- 
ed to what is basically the emblem 
of all the Artillery, and by 1949 all 
Artillery had reverted to the historic 
insigne. We now have an anomalous 
condition in our insignia, so that, 
e.g., there is no way of differentiat- 
ing the “68th AAA Battalion,” the 
“68th FA Battalion,” the “68th AAA 
Group” or the “68th FA Group.” 
Adding a guided missile to the 
crossed cannon won't help this. Only 
the integration of all Artillery units 
into a single numerical roster, elimi- 
nating all duplication, would cure it. 

However, as the newly proposed 
system of Institutional Regiments is 
adopted, we will see the return of his- 


toric designations of FA regiments 
and Coast Artillery regiments. Why, 
then, not simply restore the cus- 
tomary use of crossed cannon as be- 
fore 1949, with the plain ones for 
FA units and the old CAC device (of 
50 years’ tradition) indicating units 
of the AAA? 

What about “modernizing” the Ar- 
tillery branch insigne with a missile, 
you ask? Forget it! Add the modern 
gadgets to the shoulder patches of 
major commands, or to the unit 
coats-of-arms (“crests”), If we are 
going to “modernize” the branch in- 
signia, we may as well do them all, 
adopting perhaps the facetious sug- 
gestions in your columns of several 
weeks back, e.g., Armor, the latest 
tank supplanting the old M-26, and 
JAGC, a copy of UCMJ with replace- 
able date panel. 

Let’s preserve what real traditions 
we have in our branch insignia, and 
restore others temporarily lost. If 
like-minded members of other 
branches will forgive my saying so, 
why not restore the unembellished 
crossed sabers of the Cavalry to its 
direct descendant and modern coun- 
terpart, the Armor? And how about 
giving back to the Corps of Engi- 
neers its silver turreted castle, as it 
always was until WWI, when branch 
insignia went into dark bronze for 
the duration?

change, counsel those who are on the 
way to leaving or becoming Neglect- 
ed Survivors? 

Were you not in favor of the Uni- 
formed Services Contingency Option 
Act? Do you not agree that the 
least possible premium for this life 
insurance scheme should be taken 
from the retired person’s pay? Then 
let’s hear you justify its provisions 
for not permitting participants to 
withdraw and its not paying off at 
all in some situations. To be ac- 
tuarially sound and cost as little as 
it does, it must have blocks against 
adverse selection against the plan. 
it must cause some people total 
losses . . . or, require far more in 
premiums (deductions from one’s re- 
tired pay). Let’s hear you explain 
how this is one of many ways to 
eliminate Neglected Survivors. 

Let’s hear it pointed out that if 
one’s future plans do not call for 
participation in this USCOA insur 
ance purchase plan, one should plan 
for his survivors through some other 
life income plan, as those offered by 
commercial life insurance. 

The point is not to buy one or the 
other type of life insurance (USCOA 
or Commercial) but to do a bit of 
realistic personal affairs planning. 

Let you not necessarily cry less 
for the grasshopper who has gone 
hippity-hop all through life ignoring 
the sign-posts and wherewithals in 
existence with which to care for the 
coming winter, but let you do a bit 
more praising of the way of the bee 
and the ant in showing how these 
latter two make the best with what 
they have. Give some counsel t0 
“look to the future,” not just with 
hopes for hand-outs but with use of 
what this good country already has 
provided. A little comparison will 
make one very content.

scale operations of its Ballistic Missile 
Agency so that the full fruits of the skill 
and knowledge of the Army’s unique 
team of scientists and technicians may be 
made available for the benefit of all the 
services.” 

Pertinent extracts from the document 
follow: 


Manpower 

“There exists the idea that techno- 
logical advances reduce requirements for 
manpower. Quite the reverse is true. 
Even the most visionary proponents of 
‘push button’ warfare recognize that in 
the final analysis victory can be assured 
only when manpower is available to seize 
and hold disputed territory and to recon- 
struct into a viable peace the fruits of 
battlefield success. 

“The current reorganization of com- 
bat units by the Army should materially 
improve their ability to fight on the mod- 
ern battlefield. There will be lesser num- 
pers of individuals assigned to combat 
divisions but there will be no lessening 
of overall manpower requirements. In 
reducing the numbers of personnel in 
the combat divisions, and deploying over 
a much broader battle area, we increase 
the numbers required to support them 
tactically and logistically. Moreover, 
more Army divisions may be needed to 
support our commitments... . 

“Our national security requires that 
we have forces in being, not just 
planned. The Regular Army can no long- 
er be a thin cadre on which we can build 
amass Army when an emergency arises. 

“This Association believes that further 
reductions in force levels of the Army 
cannot be imposed without seriously im- 
pairing the ability of the Army to carry 
out its essential functions. There must 
be an increased recognition of the Army’s 
requirements for more highly educated 
and skilled personnel.” 


Airlift 

“In his November, 1956, memorandum, 
Secretary Wilson stated that ‘there has 
been a great deal of discussion and con- 
sideration given to the requirements for 
airlift of tactical units and supplies. The 
current composition of the Air Force 
structure has been carefully examined 
and it appears that it presently provides 
adequate airborne lift in the light of cur- 
rently approved strategic concepts.’ 
Even after careful study, it is difficult to 
ascertain just what Secretary Wilson 
means by that statement. When he 
speaks of ‘Air Force structure,’ we as- 
sume he must mean that additional trans- 
port aircraft are proposed in existing 
plans, since the testimony of at least two 
qualified Air Force officers before the 
Symington subcommittee last spring in- 
dicated that the transport then in ex- 
istence was insufficient to our needs... . 

“Thus, it would appear that there is 
some disagreement between Secretary 
Wilson and the U. S. Air Force as to the 
numbers of transport aircraft required 
by ‘currently approved strategic con- 
pts.’ . 

“This Association supports the view 
that the ability to airlift a very mini- 
mum of two Army airborne divisions in- 
Stantly to any threatened area is essen- 
tial to our national security and that 
such a capability would materially add 
to the deterrence of local aggressions. ... 

“The disagreement which exists over 
the adequacy of airlift does not enter the 
area of which service shall control trans- 
Port aircraft. The responsibility for the 
procurement and operation of transport 
aircraft is an assigned mission of the 
USAF. However, it is the firm view of this 
Association that the numbers of these 
arcraft available should be increased 
materially and that through the system 
of priorities sufficient transport aircraft 
should be assigned for prompt move- 
ment of a minimum of two Army divi- 
Sions in the event of a sudden emergency. 

“When we consider the distances in- 
volved between major troop locations and 
the numerous potential troubled area, it 
%ecomes obvious, indeed, that only an 
arlift capability of two divisions could 
bossibly meet the need. This Association 
‘supports the view expressed by Presi- 









| dent Eisenhower in his 1954 State of the 
Union Message to Congress when he said, 
‘Our Armed Forces must regain maxi- 
mum mobility of action. Our strategic 
reserves must be centrally placed and 
readily deployable to meet sudden ag- 
gression against ourselves and our allies.’ 


Army Aviation 


“Aviation organic to the Army has an 
increasing role in modern mobility. Un- 
fortunately the role and objectives of 
Army aviation are frequently misunder- 
stood and misrepresented. It is in no sense 
competitive with Air Force aviation, 
combat or transport. Rather, it endeavors 
to obtain for Army units a mobility 
through the air that is obtained through 
the use of trucks and other vehicles on 
the ground. Army aviation is not formed 
into a separate branch or corps but is 
seattered through the combat arms and 
services. Army aviation has such jobs as 
artillery fire, expediting reconnaissance, 
moving supplies, laying wire communica- 
tions and evacuating the wounded. 

“On the battlefield of tomorrow, with 
the wide dispersion of units and the great 
fluidity of action and movement, the need 
for organic, Army aviation will be even 
greater. For example, Army aviation is 
an instrument for extending surveillance 
beyond present limits. This will give the 
Army the means to fully use the in- 
creased range of its new weapons. 

“Army aviation must be located well 
forward in the combat zone so as to be 
immediately responsive to the needs of 
Army commanders. ... 

“Mr. Wilson’s memorandum defines the 
combat zone as ‘extending not more than 
100 miles forward of the general line of 
contact between U. S. and enemy ground 
forces. Its extension to the rear of the 
general line of contact will be designated 
by the appropriate field commander, and 
normally extends back of the front lines 
about 100 miles.’ 

“Army aviation development is further 
restricted in the above roles and mis- 
sions paper as ‘fixed-wing aircraft, con- 
vertiplanes, and vertical short take-off 
and landing aircraft will have an empty 
weight not to exceed 5,000 pounds. 
Rotary-wing aircraft will have an empty 
weight not to exceed 20,000 pounds.’ Sec- 
retary Wilson has made two exceptions 
to these weight limitations by authoriz- 
ing the purchase of five Twin-Otter 
planes weighing 12,500 pounds each and 
by authorizing continuing development 
with the Marine Corps of a 9,500-pound 
observation plane. Mr. Wilson has also 
indicated that he may make additional 
exceptions and has authorized the Army 
to petition him directly for such excep- 
tions. 

“A literal reading of the Wilson 
memorandum indicates that the restric- 
tions imposed are only on the ‘types’ of 
aircraft which are needed to fulfill the 
functions listed and do not necessarily 
prohibit the use of these planes for other 
activities, although this interpretation is 
not accepted by all. 

“It should be noted, too, that the Wil- 
son memorandum arbitrarily increased 
the depth of the combat zone to roughly 
200 miles, whereas the Pace-Finletter 
Agreement of November, 1952 had equal- 
ly arbitrarily assigned it as being ‘from 
50 to 100 miles in depth.’ 

“Thus it would appear that some 
flexibility exists. However, it is difficult 
to understand why unrealistic restric- 
tions such as distance and weight need 
to be applied to Army aviation. Such re- 
strictions are not applied to Navy and 
Marine Corps aviation and have no basis 
in logic for the Army aviation program. 
It would be just as logical to prohibit 
the Navy from having 2%-ton trucks or 
jeeps because it operates at sea, or re- 
strict the Air Force to 1%-ton trucks be- 
cause it operates in the air. 

“An example of how ludicrous such 
artificial limitations can become was 
highlighted during the Sage Brush 
maneuvers of 1955. The Air Force gen- 
eral directing the maneuvers ruled that 
it violated roles and missions agreements 
for the Army to fly small reconnaissance 
units over the front lines in Army heli- 
copters. He decreed that they would have 





to be transported in Air Force helicop- 
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ters. It took a formal meeting between 
the Secretary of the Army and the Sec- 
retary of the Air Force to get that de- 
cision overruled. This sort of unrealistic 
approach is engendered by such illogical 
restrictions. 

“That the Army has a requirement for 
aviation in modern warfare is recognized 
by the joint Chiefs and the Department 
of Defense. And while it is quite right 
to insure that the Army does not dupli- 
cate aircraft which are being developed 
by other services and which are not es- 
sential to carry out its primary mission, 
it is clearly shortsighted to deprive the 
Army of the use of aircraft that will im- 
prove its ability to carry out its missions. 
To restrict the Army from continuing its 
research and development in this field 
is to deny it the full fruits of techno- 
logical progress. No other service is con- 
ducting research, development and train- 
ing in the aviation field in which the 
Army is interested, so no duplication of 
effort exists. 

“As a result of the Wilson memoran- 
dum, that part of the aviation industry 
interested in Army-type aircraft has to 
consider carefully how far it can afford 
to go in research and development ex- 
penditure and effort—in the face of an 
artificially restricted market. 

“It is equally probable that there will 
be occasions when Army aircraft may be 
required to transport troops into the 
combat zone from a non-combat area. 
This capability should be inherent in the 
charter for Army Aviation. 

“For these reasons, this Association 
urges that these limitations on weight 
and range be removed from the Army 
Aviation program.” 


Air Defense Missiles 


“There are two factors in our air de- 
fense set-up which are cause for concern. 

“First, we again find an arbitrary range 
assignment, in this instance 100 miles, 
imposed as the outer limits of Army sur- 
face-to-air missiles. This would appear 
to be arbitrary and to foreclose improve- 
ments in Army missiles which could con- 
ceivably give them a capability for much 
greater range in the future. This limita- 
tion does not affect seriously the present 
status of Army air defense missiles which 
do not extend to the maximum range al- 
lotted. In a definition of policy, however, 
it is unnecessarily restrictive to apply 
range yardsticks to the functions as- 
signed to any service. 

“The second, and far more serious 
point, deals with the aforementioned un- 
usual grant of authority which is given 
to CINCONAD. As may be noted above, 
CINCONAD has full power over the em- 
ployment of all weapons in the air de- 
fense field and may deny additional mis- 
sile installations (and we must presume 
the introduction of new weapons) to the 
Army and from which denial they have 
no recourse. In other words, the Army 
may continue to fulfill its prescribed 
mission in the air defense field at the dis- 
cretion of CINCONAD. This seems to us 
to be a situation that sooner or later 
will engender additional disputes and 
will require additional ‘clarification’ of 
the roles and missions assignments. 


Surface-to-Surface Missiles 


“In the field of surface-to-surface mis- 
siles, the 200-mile limitation on Army 
missiles is particularly restrictive. To 
cite some examples, it is roughly 250 
miles from Pusan, Korea, to the present 
front lines. It is roughly 400 miles from 
Le Havre, France, to the Elbe River in 
Germany. Surely it does not stretch the 
imagination to visualize situations where 
it will be essential for the Army to have 
missile support for ranges beyond these. 
We have only to recall the long-standing 
weakness in tactical air support for 
ground operations to resognize quickly 
the necessity for having such missile 
support under direct Army control. 

“In order to avoid duplication of effort, 
the assigned function or mission of a 
Service should be the governing criterion 
in coordinating the combined efforts of 
the Army, Navy and Air Force, and not 
arbitrary assignments of allocation based 
on size, shape, range or propellants. An 
arbitrary limitation on range for Army 
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missiles, based solely on an expected 
depth behind the enemy lines in which 
the bulk of the Army’s targets would be 
located, is unrealistic and illogical. On 
the one hand, it will be desirable for the 
Army in many instances to locate its 
guided missile firing points well to the 
rear for both logistic and security rea- 
sons. On the other hand, it is not pos- 
sible intelligently to establish in advance 
the depth behind the enemy lines within 
which the targets required to be covered 
by the Army would be located, for that 
depth will vary with a number of factors 
which cannot be determined accurately 
in advance and may be influenced by the 
development of new weapons and other 
technological advances. ... 

“The restrictions imposed by the Wil- 
son Memorandum likewise deny the 
Army other important contributions in 
the missile field which are now on the 
horizon and which promise great as- 
sistance to our Army forces in carrying 
out more efficiently their assigned mis- 
sions. In addition to destroying person- 
nel, materiel, communications, supplies 
and other targets, ground-launched mis- 
siles have the potential of providing ex- 
tremely valuable vehicles for mapping, 
and visual, photo and radar reconnais- 
sance. Although the art of employing 
guided missiles for target location and 
identification is in its infancy, its poten- 
tialities appear unlimited. It is entirely 
possible that eventually ground-con- 
trolled missiles, up to almost any range, 
will be sent over the lines and returned 
on a pre-set course. Further, ground- 
launched guided missiles equipped with 
television or other electronic devices 
may, without returning, be able to relay 
indispensable intelligence to the ground 
commander. A further potentiality is the 
development of transport or cargo guided 
missiles for the delivery of troops, ma- 
teriel and supplies.... 

“An enemy equipped with accurate 
guided missiles of short, medium and 
long range, and able to move by land and 
air to a critical area and move rapidly 
within it, must be countered by compa- 
rable or superior capabilities on the part 
of our own forces. The speed, range, and 
lethality with which enemy land power 
can be brought against our own armed 
forces and territory demand that our 
own forces be constituted and employed 
accordingly. There should be no division 
of responsibility that would inhibit the 
firepower and mobility of our land forces 
against an enemy any place on earth. 

“The Army’s basic requirement for 
longer range missiles is tactical in na- 
ture rather than strategic. We define 
tactical targets as actual battlefield 
targets, troop formations, fortifications, 
and other man-made structures which 
immediately affect military operations on 
the land. These are typical of the targets 
which the Army must overcome in carry- 
ing out its primary mission. Hence, there 
can be little logic in denying the Army 
the tools that it needs to carry out its 
primary mission. 

“The Army likewise has a unique 
capability for employing Intermediate 
Range Missiles against strategic targets. 
It should be realized that when the 
IRBM becomes operational, it will be the 
primary weapon for use in retaliatory 
attacks against strategic targets in the 
Soviet Union, the European satellites 
and Red China. The greater the invulner- 
ability of the IRBM launching sites, the 
more effective the weapon will be as a 
deterrent to war and as a means of fight- 
ing if war should occur. We believe that 
IRBM sites should be located in or near 
deployed bases of the Air Force, aboard 
naval ships and concealed in overseas 
land areas protected by the deployed 
forces of the Army. It seems highly de- 
sirable for the missile sites to be widely 
diversified and the operational control 
vested in the services employing them. 

“In many instances, fixed sites will be 
much more vulnerable to enemy attack 
than would be floating bases of the Navy 
or concealed or mobile sites which the 
Army is capable of employing. By virtue 
of its inherent engineering and com- 
munication facilities and long years of 
artillery experience, the Army has a 
capability for employing mobile or port-

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IT'S NOW _A FOREGONE CONCLUSION that initial Cor- 
diner Committee recommendations calling for 
pay of up to $24,000 a year for four-star gen- 
erals will be reduced substantially for the 
top ranks. Secretary Wilson is known to feel 
that senior Service leaders merit significant 
pay adjustments to eliminate the “compression” 
in the pay structure that has taken place dur- 
ing the past decades. PENTAGON REALISTS are of 
the opinion, however, that to seek such 
changes in the top ranks at this time would 
jeopardize the over-all objectives of the Cor- 
liner Study. So, top pay will be revised down- 
ward. ON THE OTHER HAND, Secretary Wilson re- 
liably is reported to favor adjustments upward 
for certain lieutenants, captains and majors, 
who have long service, and who would not bene- 
fit from the Cordiner Plan because of the 
elimination of the longevity factor. In short: 
the Secretary intends to protect the Cordiner 
approach as much as he can, but he realizes 
that some compromises will have to be made to 
secure strong Administration support and in- 
fluential backing on Capitol Hill. 


CURRENT DISARMAMENT TALKS in London will have an 
impact on the Cordiner Report. A basic proposal 
in the disarmament discussions is that U. 5S. 
strength be cut by about 300,000 to a force of 
2,500,000. IT'S IMPOSSIBLE to do this without 
impairing over-all combat effectiveness in view 
of the high turnover rate in skilled manpower. 
Chairman Cordiner and his associates maintain, 
however, that such a cut could be made—and 
national security improved—if only the Admin- 
istration and Congress would agree to scrap 
outmoded pay concepts that were geared to 
quantity instead of quality, to longevity 
instead of merit. 


THE MISSILE TEAM at the Army's Redstone Arsenal, 
Ala., undoubtedly will sustain some losses as a 
result of the current controversy over develop- 
ment of a land-based IRBM. SecDef Wilson said 
this week that tests on the Army's Jupiter 
would continue for a time, but he revealed that 
the Air Force has made no plans for its funding 
beyond the current fiscal year. THE ROLES AND 
MISSIONS statement of last November gave the 
Air Force authority to do this. The Sec’y 
said any additional money needed for the Jupiter 
program would come from his Emergency Fund. 

MR. WILSON SAID there was plenty of work for 

the Redstone missile experts. They cannot be 
expected to receive encouragement, however, 

from his remark that some of the expansion there 
incidental to the Jupiter "might be pulled 
back." The Secretary stressed that one land- 
based IRBM will be built; most observers believe 
it will be called Thor. 


THE POWER-PACKED STATEMENT of the Association of the 
U. 5S. Army, released on 20 March, gives sharp 
indication that this burgeoning organization 
will not hesitate to sound off any time it thinks 
that national security is being endangered, as 
it does in connection with SecDef Wilson's 
"Roles and Missions” statement of last November. 
The new emphasis on civilian leadership of the 
Association makes possible such a statement as 
was fired this week; in the past, when member- 
ship was confined to Army members, that kind 
of talk was impossible. DON'T BE SURPRISED 
































if inter-Service disputes are waged more and 
more outside the Pentagon, involving such groups 
as the Army Association, Air Force Association 
and Navy League, rather than among the Joint 
Chiefs and their subordinates. 
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GUIDED MISSILE TEST PROGRAMS aboard the cruiser USS 
Canberra were modified because of President 
Eisenhower's leisurely trip to Bermuda. 
Scientific personnel who were to have been 
aboard the ship this week were left ashore. 

THE CANBERRA'S SISTER, USS Boston, returned 19 
March to Norfolk, Va., after service with the 
Sixth Fleet in the Mediterranean. The Navy said 
the cruise “proved that the Boston is ready to 
meet any demands placed upon her.” Pentagon 
insiders see in the President's voyage aboard 
the Canberra a matchless opportunity for the 
Navy to get across the importance it is attach- 
ing to the guided missile program, including the 
1500 mile IRBM Polaris. 








ARMY OFFICERS ARE BEWILDERED. Heretofore, it was 
quite the good thing for future career oppor- 
tunities to be designated as "superior™ on an 
efficiency report. That still is a desired 
rating, of course, but it isn't tops. IN THE NEW 
RATING FORM, “outstanding” outranks “superior.” 
The scale for describing an officer's perform- 
ance runs this way: unknown, unsatisfactory, 
satisfactory, very satisfactory, excellent, 
superior and outstanding. OUT OF LINE PROMOTIONS 
in the Army are marked by an added kicker: 
officers in this category must be "truly out- 
standing." 











THE UNTIMELY ISSUANCE of an AF regulation gives 





clear indication that the Services were not 
tipped off in advance of SecDef Wilson's plan 
to eliminate the office of Assistant SecDef for 
R&D. Dated 11 March, AFR 80-17 "states Air 
Force relations” with the Assistant SecDef 
(R&D) "gives the responsibilities and organiza- 
tion of that office and states Air Force col- 
lateral policies and responsibilities.” Mr. 
Wilson merged R&D and Applications Engineering 
on 25 February. 


SECDEF WILSON AND ADMIRAL RADFORD figure to head 
the all-Service contingent at the annual 
Secretaries Conference at the Marine Corps 
Schools, Quantico, Va., in June. Mr. Wilson 
said this week he expects to be there, a tipoff 
that he does not plan to resign before June. 

ON THE JCS CHAIRMANSHIP, the Secretary told 
newsmen that he believes Admiral Radford will 
serve out his second two-year term, which ends 
in mid-August. It’s a good guess, however, that 
prior to the Secretaries Conference that a 
successor for Admiral Radford will have been 
designated, and probably one for Mr. Wilson 
also. 








A NEW UNIFICATION SQUABBLE may be in the offing. 
The Air Force, in an obvious effort to please 
its wives, has decided to provide washing 
machines and dryers as equipment in certain 
Government quarters in the U.S. That will 
help take some of the Air Force blues out of 
washday Monday. THE ARMY ADVISES that it has 
no plans for installation of such equipment. 








PRESIDENT EISENHOWER APPARENTLY has done an about- 
face with regard to the rank for the Superin- 
tendents of the Service Academies. The White 
House last year advised the Pentagon that these 
assignments should call for two-star officers. 
However, General Eisenhower has given his 0O.K. 
to the advancement of Maj. Gen. Garrison H. 
Davidson of West Point to temporary lieutenant 
general. THIS WOULD SEEM to pave the way for 
early promotion of RAdm. William R. Smedberg, 
TII, at Annapolis, and Maj. Gen. James E. 
Briggs, of the Air Force Academy.

As a pilot approaches Ft. Benning, Ga.

run-ways of Lawson Army Air Field 
reaching out in comfortable welcome to 
the home of the “doughboys.” The big 
field can easily handle Air Force C-47’s, 
46’s, and 119’s. It reverted to the Army 
in January, 1955. 

Based at Lawson are the Army’s latest 
work horses, the new type single engine 
U-1 A “Otter,” manufactured by the de 
Havilland Aircraft Corp. It carries 11 
passengers, “They carry supplies or per- 
sons,” Colonel Blacker explained. “They 
fill the gap between the helicopters and 
the longer range Air Force planes. Alto- 
gether we have 21 in the Third Army 
Area; and all are based here at Lawson 
AAF.” 

Also based at Lawson AAF is the 4th 
Transportation Company’s Sikorsky H-34 
helicopters; the Sikorsky H-19 ’copters 
of the 37th Medical Detachment; and 
two twin engined Beech L-23’s, with a 
cruising speed of 165 miles per hour. 

Nine de Havilland L-20 “Beavers” find 
their way home to Lawson at the end of 
a busy day. 

The 4th Transportation Company (light 
cargo helicopters) works closely with the 
Infantry School and the Third Infantry 
Division to develop and prove the latest 
techniques for the atomic battlefield. 
Dispersal and regrouping of troops with 
aircraft, swift mobility gets continuous 
attention. Offensive vertical assaults and 
logistical movements are planned and ex- 
ecuted. 

In the Fall of 1955 the Third Infantry 
Division traveled to Louisiana for “Ex- 
ercise Sage Brush.” The Division Com- 
bat Aviation Company logged 3,562 flight 
hours and tabulated much data on the 
use of the light aircraft for “atomic-age 
warfare.” Forty-seven air strips were oc- 
cupied during the period of approximate- 
ly three weeks maneuver combat, 

In his report Lt. Col, Harry T. Shively, 
then 3d Infantry Division Aviation Offi- 
cer, said, “The growing awareness of 
commanders for Army Aviation support 
is such—that when the air-strips could 
not be found within supporting distance 
of the Command Post, the Commander 
relocated his position.” He summed up: 
“‘Sage Brush’ emphasized the necessity 
for dispersion of groups of airplanes in- 
stead of the individual plane.” 

The Lawson Army Air Field detach- 
ment graduates 24 persons per year from 
its three months course in instrument 
training. Graduates receive standard 
Army instrument tickets, CAA instru- 
ment ticket; and CAA commercial pilot’s 
license. 

“Air activity at Lawson makes it one 
of our busiest ports,” Colonel Blacker 
said, “one of our busiest and one of our 
best.” 

West of the Chattahoochee is the bus- 
tling activity of the Army Aviation 
School. With 515 light aircraft its pilots 
log some 20,000 air hours monthly. Since 
20 July 1954 Ft. Rucker, Ala., has been 
the home of the School. 

At Ft. Campbell, Ky., troopers of the 
Bastogne-famed 10ist Airborne Division 
scramble over the countryside testing 
and proving the U. S. Army’s latest air- 
borne doctrines. Called “strategic” sol- 
diers, the troopers wearing the “scream- 
ing eagle” shoulder patch must be ready 
to move within a few hours notice and 
operate on far away outposts; often as 
not completely isolated from home bases. 

The 101st Combat Aviation Company 
has three flights: the base flight, con- 
sisting of 15 Bell H-13 type helicopters; 
the surveillance flight, composed of 10 
L-19’s, and six L-20 “Beavers”; and the 
transport flight, which has 20 H-34 cargo 
helicopters. Under this set-up it is pos- 
sible for a group commander, if the oc- 
casion warrants, to have all 51 of the 
division’s light aircraft working for his 
command. ;

Brush.” Six L-20 “Beavers,” equipped 
with the latest electronic target locating 
devices which operate in all types of 
weather, “show the way” to the troop 
carrying H-34 ’copters. The electronic 
eyes remove the “guess” from the esti- 
mate of the enemy’s location and greatly 
enhance the commanders opportunity for 
sound decisions. 

Airheads established hundreds of miles 
behind enemy lines offer challenging 
problems to Army aviation directors as 
well as to airborne planners. 

At Fort Bragg, N. C., is Simmons Army 
Air Field with a 135 foot wide by 3,600 
foot long main runway. Employing 150 
officer pilots and 300 enlisted men it is 
also the home of the 8th Transportation 
Company (helicopters). Two hangars, an 
administration-operation building, water 
pumping station, and warehouses bring 
the total valuation of the Field’s current 
facilities to more than one million dollars. 
Another million dollars of improvements 
are expected to be added during fiscal '57. 

The 8th Transportation Company (heli- 
copters) works closely with Bragg’s 
XVIII Airborne Corps and the 82d Air- 
borne Division to give airborne flexibility 
to the ground commanders. On “Exer- 
cise Sage Brush” 14 of the 8th’s H-21 C 
type ’copters operated with the aggressor 
forces, while seven of the craft operated 
with the U. S. Forces. On one occasion 
more than 172 tons of equipment were 
moved on one flight by SKYCAV “chop- 
pers,” representing a payload of 3,325 
lbs, per ’copter. SKYCAV’s 14 ’copters 
proved flyable 75 per cent of the time, as 
they transported 3,481 troops and 293.7 
tons of cargo over the 41 day maneuver 
period. Each aircraft was out of opera- 
tion for organizational maintenance four 
per cent of the time, and for field main- 
tenance 15 per cent of the time. 

Advancing with the U. S. Forces dur- 
ing “Exercise Sage Brush” five of the 
8th Transportation Company’s ’copters 
carried 26 jeeps and 80 tons of food, am- 
munition, medical supplies, and fuel. The 
day following this mission 78 medical 
“patients” (simulated) were evacuated in 
one flight to rear hospital areas. This 
mission was accomplished in spite of 
gusty winds, low ceiling and fog. 

Atlanta’s Fulton County Airport is 
home base for Third Army Headquarters 
planes. Flying the headquarters’ missions 
are: two L-23 “twin bonanzaws,” one 
Cessna “Bird Dog,” three L-20 “Beavers,” 
and one Bell H-13 reconnaissance heli- 
copter. 

At Ft. Jackson, S. C., is conducted the 
Third Army basic training program in 
support of the Reserve Forces Act of 
1955, Supporting the Post aviation pro- 
gram are two L-19 Cessna “Bird Dogs,”

one L-20 “Beaver,” and one H-23 Hiller 
helicopter. Typical missions are: simu- 
lated bombings, wire laying, message 
drop and pick up, air to ground control 
of convoy movements, spraying missions 
for insect control, photo missions, camou- 
flage checking flights, and terrain fa- 
miliarization flights for key persons. Ap- 
proximately 50 reserve pilots receive 
Summer training with the air section 
each year. 


At Ft. Gordon, Ga., home of the South- - 
eastern Signal School, and the Provost 
Marshal General School, Army aviation 
support includes six L-19’s, and two H-13 
helicopters. The Post has a 5,000 foot 
steel planking strip and a 1,500 foot dirt 
strip. Communication wire laying and 
message drops and pick-ups highlight the 
type missions usually flown on this bor- 
der Georgia Post. 

Ft. Stewart, Ga.’s “Liberty Field,” an 
inheritance from the Air Force can easily 
take C-47’s, 46’s, and 119’s as well as all 
types of Army aircraft. The Field has a 
direct line to Flight Service Center, Max- 
well AFB, Ala.; one hangar, VHF and 
UHF radio, and adequate facilities for 
gassing transient aircraft. Two L-19’s 
and two H-13 “choppers” handle local 
Army missions for this anti-aircraft and 
tank training center. 


“We in the Third Army are busy,” 
Colonel Blacker said, “giving organic 
wings to the fighting man on the ground. 
That is the essential difference in Army 
aviation. We are of the Army and for 
the Army. All Army pilots are first 
trained in some branch of Army combat 
services. We are giving ‘wings’ to the 
old thought of ‘getting there firstest 
with the mostest.’”

Maj. Gen. James B. Allison, USA-Ret 


Graveside services at Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, Washington, D. C., were 
held on 18 March, for Maj. Gen. James 
B. Allison, USA-Ret, 83, former Chief 
Signal Officer of the Army, who died on 
13 March, at his home at York, S. C. 

Born in York, General Allison was grad- 
uated from the South Carolina Military Acad- 
emy in 1895. He served with various Army 
commands, including Philippine service and 
the Vera Cruz Expedition into Mexico. Dur- 
ing WWI, General Allison commanded the 
Signal Corps Training Camp at Monterey, 
Calif., the Signal Corps Training Camp at 
Ft, Leavenworth, Kans., and the Franklin 
Cantonment at Camp Meade, Md. Following 
other assignments, he commanded the Signal 
Corps installation at Ft. Monmouth, N. J., 
until 1926. After two years service on the 
War Department General Staff, General Alli- 
son served as Signal Officer for the Second 
Corps Area, and was then named Chief Signal 
Officer in January 1935, serving in that ca- 
pacity until October 1937, at which time he 
was retired from active duty. 

A major accomplishment of the Army Sig- 
nal Corps under General Allison was the 
development of Army radar, then called ‘‘ra- 
dio location.’’ Needed by the Coast Artillery 
as a searchlight director, General Allison 
vigorously sought funds and diverted money 
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from other research and development proj- 
ects. In December 1936, the first equipment 
was developed that could track airplanes to a 
limited extent. It was perfected further and 
demonstrated to the Secretary of War at Ft. 
Monmouth in May 1937. This was the proto- 
type of the first Army radar set. When he 
retired in 1937, Army radar was firmly es- 
tablished. 

He is survived by a sister, Miss Sudie Al- 
lison, who resides in York.

Maj. Gen. Jacob E. Fickel, USAF-Ret, 
died in Wiesbaden, Germany, on 7 Aug.

Brig. Gen. McCorkle Sees Continuing 


Technical Shortage; Asks Industry Aid 


In the view of Brig. Gen. Charles M. 
McCorkle, USAF, Assistant Chief of Staff 
for Guided Missiles, manpower shortages 
—particularly in technical fields—will 
continue to plague the Air Force’s guided 
missile program in the years ahead. 

The General noted that “we’re still a 
long way from the Sunday supplement 
type of push-button warfare,” and ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Air Force 
“will be calling upon Industry more and 
more for help in the area of Technical 
Representatives.” 

He made these observations in an ad- 
dress before the National Security In- 
dustrial Association in Washington D. C., 
on 14 March. 

The General pointed to the Martin 
“Matador” program under which the 
Martin Company provides maintenance 
and supply support directly to operational 
missile units in Europe. He told Industry 
officials and representatives that while 
this concept of logistical support is off 
to a good start, “by no means have we 
fully explored all the ramifications of 
this kind of support.” 

He reminded his audience that the oper- 
ational environment of missiles poses all 
sorts of problems—operational, technical, 
and psychological—which must be over- 
come in order to keep the missile pro- 
gram up to snuff. “It appears,” the Gen- 
eral said, “that imaginative design will

be needed to achieve physical and psycho- 
logical simulation, resembling actual 
wartime situations as closely as possible. 
The incorporation of these features into 
simulators will do much to maintain in- 
terest in time of peace.” 

The General told the assembly that the 
key to widescale employment of missiles 
is reliability. It is in this area, he stressed, 
that Industry can make its greatest con- 
tribution in determining how soon missiles 
will take their place alongside of planes 
as first-line Air Force weapons. 

“On the part of Industry,” the Missile 
Chief stated, “the drift toward complex- 
ity must be reversed. We need designs 
which are as simple as possible, consist- 
ent with the job to be done.” 

He suggested that NSIA might assist 
both Industry and the Services in these 
problems by sponsoring rigorous relia- 
bility and quality improvement measures 
on the part of manufacturers of missile 
components. This type of program, he 
said, “will pay enormous dividends in the 
long run.” 

In order to get the most for the tax- 
payer’s money, General McCorkle con- 
cluded, “we need your (NSIA and In- 
dustry) help in continuous examination 


| of your programs to insure that your 


management, plant efficiency, and cost- 
ing processes are giving us the very most 
for our defense dollar.”

F8U-1 Completes FIP; 
Begin Fleet Deliveries 


The F8U-1 Crusader, the world’s fastest 
Navy fighter, has completed its Fleet In- 
troduction Program and is being de 
livered to Fleet squadrons for oper 
tional duty. 


First supersonic jet to complete the 
program, the Chance Vought Crusader 
began FIP flight operations at Naval Ait 
Test Center, Patuxent River, Md., shortly 
after the first of the year and finished 
up 53 days later, with 412 flights and 4 
total of 603 flight hours.

able ground launching equipment which 
the Air Force and Navy lack. We should 
insist that the Army contribute the full 
measure of these capabilities as a corol- 
lary to the Army’s primary mission. 
“Thus, far, we have established only 
the Army’s requirement for (1) the use 
of missiles in support of its primary mis- 
sion, and (2) the exploitation of itsunique 
ability to carry out strategic missions. 
However, one of the most alarming as- 
pects of the Wilson Memorandum hits 
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right at the heart of our ability to main- 
tain technological superiority over the 
enemy in the missile field. It appears to 
disregard the fact that the Army has 
been by far the most successful service 
in missile development. It ignores the 
tremendous experience, training and or- 
ganization which the Army has developed 
in the missile field. ... 

“It is the firm opinion of this Associa- 
tion that it is inimicable to the security 
of our country to write off the most suc- 
cessful missile development agency 
which we have had and to seriously dis- 





rupt a winning team simply as a matter 


of expediency. 

“The history of warfare demonstrates 
that it is Army forces that bear the brunt 
of the battle. We are not keeping faith 
with our loyal soldiers of whom we ask 
the highest sacrifices when we require 
them to fight with one hand behind their 
backs. This Association urges that the 
artificial range limitations be removed 
from the Army missile program. We urge 
further that the Army be permitted full- 
scale operations of its Ballistic Missile 
Agency so that the full fruits of the skill 
and knowledge of the Army’s unique 
team of scientists and technicians may 
be made available for the benefit of all 
the services.”
